Our Talmud Torahs. 


THE condition of our Talmud Torahs is one of continual 
nuriousness. In this respect they reflect no credit upon the 
mmunity. Their constant state of financial difficulty involves 
rouble and anxiety to those responsible for them. It may be 
iat they are badly conducted. More probably the fault lies 
with the very poor support accorded to them by the public. It 

possible that the name by which they are known is one of the 
rawbacks. Many people do not understand what a Talmud 
Yovrah is, They think it is something for the perpetuation of 
© obsolete conception of Judaism. They do not know that but 
these institutions thousands of our children would go with- 
Ul any religious instruction at all. As we had occasion some 
ionths ago to point out, the Jewish Religious Education Board 
oes & great deal in the way of instructing children in Judaism. 
‘ut its capacity at best must be limited; for it can exercise its 
itluence only partially. The Talmud Torabs provide a far 
ore thorough Jewish education for those who come under 
heir. aegis, and if the teaching they provide is thought 
‘Oo be too Orthodox, the remedy is at hand by those who 
‘ake a less rigid view of Judaism doing their share in 
‘almud Torah management. It is quite true that the 


-bligations to teach children is upon the parents. But it has to 


ve remembered that for the most part these children are the 
children of the poor, who have to earn their daily bread 
‘rduously. It hence is not practical to expect men and women 
who have worked many hours during the day to devote

Returning, however, te this country we urge, most earnestly, 
that the Community, or some of its representative members, 
should turn their attention to the Talmud Torahs, re-organise 
them, as we believe they need re-organising, from top to 
toe, and place them, one way and another, in a light 
that cannot fail to be. observed by -even the least 
careful of Jews who are concerned with the mainten- 
ance even to the next generation of our faith. In this country, 
as clsewhere, financial conditions’ are untoward. That 
is all the more reason why the Talmud Torahs should receive 
our closest consideration. Let us not forget the infinite harm 
a Godless band of Jews growing up among us may effect, and 
let us recollect that the well-being and good name of Jewry are 
dependent upon the right training and the trae education of its 
component parts. ‘The Talmud Torahs up till now have been 
regarded as fields of endeavour of only one section of the Com- 
munity. Part of the re-organisation we advocate would 
render them the charge of the Community in general. For it 
ought not to be difficult to find a common ground of faith and 
religious belief to be fostered by them, for all who profess and 
call themselves Jews.

Praise for Palestine. 

Mrs. Hahn-Warburg, a niece of Mr. Felix Warburg, has recently 
been staying in Palestine, and has come away fall of hope for the 
country and the new Jewish settlement there. What she told as her 
experience is, indeed, inspiring : 

Despite all the economic and political difficulties which surround the 
work in Palestine, one goes away with the impression that no power in the 
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world will succeed in destroying what Jewish enthusiasm and Jewish sacrifice 
has built there (she said). The foundation laid in Palestine impresses one 
as being rock-bound. It will depend on Jews throughout the world on their 
readiness to make sarifices and to eollaborate, to broaden this foundation. 
The Jew in Palestine is not despairing. The disasters which have 
overtaken him have not shaken his steadfast will to persist. A new tyje 
of Jew is springing up. The Jew in Palestine has found his renaissance. 
He is again at one with Jewish history, tradition and language. He is freed 
from the spirit of the ghetto, and raises his head like a proud and uprigl t 
man. No one who visits Palestine can fail to be touched by this rejuvenatior. 
Palestinian Jewry knows only one majesty to which it bows revercnth 
the majesty of the child. In no country does the child receive such marve'- 
lous attention as in Palestine. The new generation which is now growing 
up in Palestine will, I have no doubt, enri h our Jewish world with new 
leadership, and give us that inspiration of which our Community to-day is 
in such dire need.

r)! mortuis nil nisi bonum—an admirable proverb—bas been 
i turned by many people into a commandment. Nor have they 
rded it as a negative obligation only, but have translated it into 
sitive ordinance maxing it their twelfth commandment—number 
-en is fally occupied—to speak well of the dead. No matter how 
i by what means a man has lived—no matter how reprehensible has 
n his life-conduct—no sooner does the last breath escape the man’s 
trils than he is transformed and canonised by these worshippers 
‘ye dead. They indulge in fact in a kind of idolatry that from 
-to time has long been prevalent among human beings. The 
»tians embalmed their dead with precisely the same motives as 
and women to-day beslaver those near and dear to them with 
eserved praise. Among some peoples this corpse-worship is 
ried on to an extent that at least is unhygienic. For bodies 
‘ing, and in which fatal microbes have found a dwelling, are 
-ed to exist without burial, as a mark of respect and esteem and 
‘for the departed, casting disease and death around. The average 
etery is a prevalentexample of this praise for the posthumous. 
.vestones upon which inordinate and extravagant sums of money 
e been spent, or the money extracted for them from mourners 
» could ill-afford to pay for them. tell the most atrocious untrutlis 
ply and permanently carved into stone that is guaranteed to last 
ever. The other day I happened to a non-Jewish burying 
.ce. and I noticed the headstone fixed over the remains of a man 
ho was a notoriously bad liver. The wealth of adoration 
ich had been poured over his remains was enough to make a 
nt blush. The best that could be said about the man, judging 
m humanly of course, was that, so far as I know, he remained 
thin the law. That was at least a tribute to his skill and his 
senuity as a supreme dodger. And yet death found bim idolised, 
i the one responsible for the epitaph on his tomb felt bound. 
iough—I presume it was his wife—she had suffered terribly for 
ars throngh his inconsistent selfishness and his boundless cruelty, 
t alone to say nothing that was not good of the dead, but to say 
erything that was superlatively good and supremely untrue. 


\ a way, I suppose, non-Jews are possessed more strongly than 
Jews of this habit of undue posthumous praise. They regard 
dead body as something to be cherished in honour, and so

I have often heard Christians express something of 
utemptuous surprise for Jews who have put away their dead from 
m quickly. I have tried to explain to these non-Jews that the

What Ispecially plead here for is something 
in the nature of a curb being placed upon the posthumous praise 
prssion. [t is carried on sometimes to a point that is sickening, and 
which is likely to create nothing short of moral biliousness among 
the morally sane. Naturally, this fulsome adoration is purchasable 
most easily by money. lL notice, for instance, how good Jews who 
throughout their lives have been exemplary in their loyalty to the 
faith, who, at great material sacrifice, have abided by its tenets, 
have been dismissed in obituary notices, not least significantly 
Written by some of our Ministers, as having been of what they term 
the. “old school.’ They ‘are pictured to those who read 
an account of their lives as, from the point of view of 
these Ministers, esoteric beings, curious animals that actually wore 
an Arbang Nanfass and sometimes more or less regularly donned 
their Tephiliin!

UT let a vich mon die'and the greater his probable “ fortune’ 
the more widely will the braying Minister open his mouth 

and emit gorgeous streams of adoration. The dead man may 
have igaored every claim upon him of Judaism. He is prraded as a 
paragon of Jewish loyalty, of Jewish earnestness, of Jewish zeal. 
His life may have been one in which nasty lasciviousness played a 
large part. The Minister recks not of that fact. If you ask him, he 
will say that such was a private matter between the man and bis 
Maker. Non-observance of the Sabbath, the ignoring of Fasts and 
Festivals, the breach of the Dietary Laws, or even—ceven I say—the 
refusal to give mere tinancial support of the great National movement 
which latter-day fate bas placed as their task before Jewry, have 
been disregarded. The man wasreputed to have died worth millionsor, 
rather. to have been worth millions before he died—that is all that 
counts. He maintained in conventional manner his subscription to the 
Minister's Synagogue, involving what with him was equivalent to a 
few coppers to a man of average riches, and he may possibly 
quietly, so quietly that it would need sharp ears to hear 
of it, have given what to him were but a few more pence 
to the poor. He did it, moreover, vicariously through the 
Minister: and then at his death the Minister thinks if 
right to cry out over the man’s dead body: Hallelujah ! 
entering him for a place—and a win—in Paradise. That is 
what I call carrying posthumous praise to a_ sickening 
degree; and what I have said applies very largely mutatis mutandis 
to many an obituary notice or a gravestone inscription devised to

The Yiddish Language. 
The Philological Conference in Vilna. 


PROPOSAL TO SUBSTITUTE LATIN CHARACTERS. 
[From our Correspondent—WARSAW. | 

The first Conference of Jewish philologists and orthographers 
was held in Vilna on the 24th and 25th of May, in the hall 
of the Yiddish Scientific Institute. Over fifty Jewish scholars, 
writers, artists and teachers from Poland, Lithuania, Germany, the 
United States and other countries were gathered togetlier to reform 
and unify the Yiddish language. 

More than balf of the fifteen million Jews in the world 
speak and write Yiddish. About 500,000 Jewish children in 
Poland, Lithuania and the United States are receiving the main 
part of their instruction in the Yiddish tongue. Over 200 daily 
papers and periodicals are published in Yiddish. In Poland alone 
there are 127 Yiddish newspapers. Yet the language is in a state of 
chaos. Practically cach teacher teaches a different Yiddish, 
different spelling, different writing, different pronunciation. The 
orthography cf the Yiddish papers in Warsaw is never alike and the 
Yiddish newspapers in Vilna use different spelling from the papers 
in Cracow, Riga, New York or London. 

It was indispensable, therefore, to find a way out of this state of 
things. If Yiddish is to be the language of the school-book and 
newspaper, the main instrument in the cultural achievements of 
millions of Jews, it must be reformed and unified. This the Con. 
ference organised by the Yiddish Scientific Institute in Vilna set 
itself to do. 


A New Letter Invented. 


Of the many points discussed four were of the greatest importance 
The tirst was the dropping of the double letters like the two ~ Vavs.’ 
The Confcrence decided to invent a new letter which would be 
written instead. The English “w" came to the rescue. As the 
English “w" was formed of two “u's,” so the néw letter in the 
Jewish alphabet is formed of two Vavs and looks like two Vavs”’ 
without the bottom end of the second” Vay.” This is regarded as a 
useful invention, and it will no longer be necessary to write three 
Vavs”’ as in Wohnen,’ “ gevuksen,” and other words. 

The second matter to be discussed was orthography and pro- 
nunciation. Everybody complained that as things are one Jew 
hardy understands another. The Jew from Viina does not know 
what the Jew from Warsaw or Lemberg says, though both are 
speaking Yiddish. Still worse is it with the theatres. Actors at the 
Conference explained the difficulties they had in having to speak 
differentiv in Lodz, Vilna and Kowno. Writers illustrated the chaos 
that prevails in the spelling of Yiddish, and urged immediate reform. 
The fact that the orthodox Jews in Poland are also insisting on 
reforming their Yiddish so as to make it different from that used by 
the non-orthodox masses rendered the problem more difficult, and 
the Conference decided on uniform spelling in a few cases only, 
leaving the majority of words to a special Philological Committee 
elected for that purpose. ‘Twelve different ways of spelling a 
large number of words are in existence now. As a result, 
of the Conference their fhumber has been reduced to eight, and may 
be reduced further by the Committee. The Committee's decisions, 
like all other decisions in matters of Yiddish Orthography and 
grammar, are to be published with the special authority of the 
Yiddish Scientific Institute in Vilna. This is to be one of the many 
useful activities of that institution. 

Third on the agenda, though some regarded it first in import- 
ance, was the question of the ’ naturalisation ”’ of Hebrew in the 
Yiddish tongue. It was pointed out that to-day about twenty-five 
per cent. of the words in Yiddish are Hebrew. This was considered 
by many as “ undemocratic.” It was like Latin words in French or 
English or Polish. The fact that so many words in the Yiddish 
tongue are Hebrew, causes many Jewish women unable to read 
Hebrew to give up reading Yiddish altogether. The discussion 
ended in a compromise. The resolution was that the Con- 


ference “recommends” the Philological Committee to prepare 


methods of naturalisation of Hebrew into Yiddish.

Possibly the Committee will not go so far in the reform as 
the Jews in Soviet Russia have done. But reform will take place, 
and even the Yiddish daily MomMENT is to start the new method, and 
has already begun a public discussion on the problem. 


Yiddish in Latin Characters. 


The last problem of importance dealt with was the Latin 
alphabet. Mr. Szabad, of Vienna, proposed to substitute the Latin 
alphabet for the Hebrew. Turkey, he said, had already adopted the 
Latin alphabet. Russia was about to do so and the Jews should do 
the same. The present Yiddish alphabet, it was argued, was 
responsible for a good deal of the gulf which existed between Jews 
and the outer world. Many people can understand Yiddish but 
cannot read the Hebrew letters used. Millions of people know 
German, and it would be only a matter of a few lessons for them to

IN LONDON NEXT WEEK. 

The thirteen Jewish motor-cyclists who left Palestine on May 
10th to ride to London are expected to arrive in this country next 
Friday. They are baving a most successful journey and are being 
enthusically welcomed wherever they stop en route.. On their 
arrival at Cairo, they were entertained by the sporting and Zionist 
organisations of the town. Mr. Jacob Yekutieli, the leader of the 
party, was received by the Governor and the group visited the Chief 
Rabbi of Cairo, Haim Nahum Effendi. 

Our correspondent in Salonika writes that the group met with 
an enthusiastic reception from the Jewish Community on their 
arrival there. At a reception in their honour, Mr. Yekutieli, who is 
helping to organise the first Jewish Olympiad to be held in Tel-Aviv 
next year, said that the party had crossed the desert of Sinai in 
sixteen hours, although they had been warned not to attempt this. 
Mr. Yekutieli visited the Mayor of the city and conveyed to him 
greetings from Mr. Dizengoff, Mayor of Tel-Aviv. 

While at Vienna, the motor-cyclists visited the grave of Herz], 
and in Paris they attended the opening of the Palestine Pavilion at 
the Exhibition. 

When the cyclists arrive at Dover next Friday, they will be 
received by the Mayor and representatives of the Dover Corporation 
and the Jewish Community. They will attend a special Service at 
the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, on Saturday morning, and on 
Sunday their day will be fully occupied by various functions, 
including a procession through the East End of London, a reception

Two Zionist Conferences were held in Warsaw last week. One. 


was that of the Wizo, the Women’s International Zionist Organisation, 
which discussed problems relating to the activity of women in the 
Zionist movement. Delegates from eighteen towns were present. 
Dr. Salomea Levita presided, and reported. on the work of the 
Organisation which showed much progress in Poland despite the 
economic crisis. Severe criticism was expressed of certain aspects 
of the work of the Organisation. It was resolved to devote more 
time and attention to the immigration problem in Palestine. The 
next Zionist Congress was also discussed. 

The other Zionist Conference was that of the Al-Hamishmar 
group and here, too, the policy to be followed at the Zionist Congress 
was discussed. Deputy (?riinbaum developed his scheme and asked 
delegates to prepare for the elections to the Congress. It appears 
probable that the Al-Hamishmar will now follow a less vigorous 
anti-Weizmann policy than it has done so far, as the prevalent 
tendeucies at the Conference seemed to be in favour of compromise. 
But whether these views will prevail over the programme of the 
Party or not, it is yet too early to predict.

Our Australasian Ministry. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—The news that has been reaching me lately about the con- 
‘tions of religious organisation in the Jewish Communities of the 
\tipedes fully confirms all that your contributor ~ Mentor wrote 
his interesting article last week. That news is anything 
iut reassuring or encouraging, and although these Communities 
so very far removed from us, I hardly think that any 
cxcuse is needed for referring to them, since there has always 
en a close association between them ‘and the Jews of this 
‘utry ever since Jewish communal life assumed organised form 

.t the other end of the world. 
The recent return to this country of two Ministers, who had for 
some years occupied responsible positions in Melbourne and Adelaide 
spectively, was a sufficient indication of the serious plight that 
ad overtaken the Communities in those cities. The departure of 
‘hose Ministers from the congregations to which they had acted as 
oreachers and teachers was due not to any dispute on questions of 
cvoctrine or principle, or to any dissatisfaction with the manner in 
vlhich they discharged their onerous duties. Jt was due solely to 
Lhe fact that, in consequence of the world-wide economic depression, 
oder which Australia is suffering so severely, it was found impos- 
vle to continue paying the Rabbis their salaries; and since even 
abbis cannot live by bread alone, they had no alternative but to 

ick up and sail back home. 
Now, thehypercritical might perhaps say thatthose Rabbishad noright 
desert their flocks, and that they should have been content to remain 
‘ven with their salaries drastically curtailed. But it is unjust to apply to 
vem a standard of self-sacrifice which one would not like to have applied 
'o one’s own conduct: and without any furthce? knowledge of the facts 
id cireumstances than that generally available, it is difficult to say that 
i¢ Rabbis acted in any other way but that which would have be-n chosen 
’ the great majority of people if confronted by similar circumstances. 
‘ut I am here concerned not so much with the Rabbis themselves, who

No wise trader would hazard a forecast, until this world depression 
begins to rise. but 1 do sincerely hope we have touched bottom. sO business ° 
should steadily improve. Owing tothe careful financial policy adopted by 
your Board, your Company has little to fear from the future, and can 
hope to maintain the high level of profits it now enjoys. 

You will remember that former balance-sheets contained a foot-note 
stating that Bonds to the nominal value of £5,000 were deposited with 
H.M. Commissioners of Woods and Forests to cover the cost of dilapida- 
tions. 1 am in the happy position to state that to-day practically the 
whole of the dilapidations have been carried out, and that the Com- 
missioners have accordingly released £4,000 and the rest of the dilapida- 
tions will be complet: dinafew weeks’ time.

Elizabeth Pollock enriches the “ Dials” with some extraordinarily 
clever impersonations of stage celebrities, and Mr. Raymond Newell's 
voles, 80 popular on gramophone records, proves almost as pleasant in the 
coustic accommodation of the “ Cambridge.” In general, however, the 
show suffers from “slightness,” and scems more suitable for 
noliday consumption than for the jaded tastes of London. 

THE GEISHA (Daly's). 

The revival of this play, which has enjoyed musical popularity 
practically continuously since its first presentation some forty years ago, 
inevitably calls for comparison with the sort of equivalent that is turned 
cut to-day—largely to the detriment of the latter. Our present-day music 
composers for such works have lost the gift of simple charming melody, 
and seek to compensate by displaying the thoroughness of their heavy 
“tudies of acstruse cacophony. Hence the public welcomes enthusiasti- 
cally revivals of such things as “The Geisha,” cspecially when they are 
So well done as the present Daly’s performance. Rose Hignell scored a 
brilliant sucecss, singing and acting in a manner altogether delightful and 
caleulated. to send such items as “The Amorous Goldfish” and ~ A 
Gecisha’s Life” along many more years of favour. Donald Mather made 
\n admirable “ Fairfax,” while George Lane and Leo Sheffield contributed 
to the marked succes3 of the revival. Quite apart from the intrinsic 
‘hjoyableness of the piec2, there is rare and refreshing entertainment to 
»e had from the strange flavour of period that attaches to these resuscita- 
‘ions of past successes, so that even the jokes that date have their value. 
What a subtle arti: Time can be!

We can, indeed, 

mate the important position which 

cham must have held in his day by the 

th of legend and tradition that clustered 

ed his name, for such folk-lore does not 
oy to amyone of insignificant personality. 

THE FATHER OF JUDAISM. 

Ve rightly look back to Abraham as the 

her of Judaism, for it was he who first 

»rcpounded the ideas of monotheism and 

‘sonal righteousness, which form the kernel 
«four Faith. Tisemergence from the time 
in which he lived is the more remarkable 
tecause of the surroundings in which his 
early days were spent. He.did not dwell, as 
used to be supposed, in some obscure village, 
from which he went forth to become a sort 
of wandering Bedouin. He lived in the 
centre of a luxurious civilisation which was 
highly organised and had a State religion 
based on idol worship. When, in response to 
what he conceived to be a Divine behest. he 
went forth to live a new life, he was making 
a tcal sacrifice of personal comfort, and broke 
with family ties that must have been very 
very dear to him, judging by what happened 
later, when he was looking for a wife for his 
son. His motive can therefore only have been 
ofa very compelling character, inspired by 
high principle. His action must have made 
a deep impression on his contemporaries and 
have similarly imprcssed his descendants. 

THE STEWARD. 

There are some features of the Bible story 
which, more than others, bear on the face of 
them the stamp of genuineness and 
authenticity. The character of Eleazar, I 
think, is acase in point. It rings absolutely 

‘ce. There are one or two touches which are 
a’most miraculous in their fidelity. One of 
\Lese is where Eleazar, sent to find a bride 
sor Isaac, prays: “O Lord God of my master 
Abraham, send me good speed this day.” In 
‘hese words we have a revelation of the 
anner in which Abraham's piety had im- 
pressed the members of his household. We 

n understand why it was that fourteen 
centuries later Abraham was still remembered 
as the friend of God. 

A TRADITION. 
One of the ways in which a man can 

“come imimortal is to stamp his personality 
on posterity. This is what Abraham did. 
‘‘ was he who made the work of Moses 
'ossible. It was he who created a tradition 

sat survived the Egyptian persecution. It 
was in that sense not a new revelation that 
was Inade in the burning bush or on the 
‘aming crest of Sinai. Had Abraham not 
“ansmitted so strong a God-sense, Moses 
‘ould not have spoken so authoritatively to 
‘Haraoh in demanding the liberation of 
Israel. Hence it is to-day that when a 
proselyte is admitted in the Hebrew fold 
and is given a Hebrew name he is called © the 
‘on of Abraham our father.” For Abraham, 
the friend of God, is the father of Judaism, 
the author of our prime tradition.

THE BEST OF THE PSALMS. 


A correspondent writes to ask me which I think 
the tinest of the Psalms. She has set mea difficult 
choice, but I think that on the whole I would select 
the 73rd as the best, as it is the most typical of all 
those outpourings of the spirit which go to make up 
that great collection ‘of religious thought. 

The Psalmist expresses his conviction that “ God is 
good to Israel, to those that are of a pure heart,” but 
he goes on to tell how he had been puzzled by the 
apparent prosperity of the wicked. It was, of course, 
not a new problem, but it was one which he felt very 
mceply, and which fora time threatened his religious 

aith. . 

He looked around and he saw obvious ill-doers 
living on the fat of the land. No harm seemed to 
come to them. They lived well, they piled up riches. 
Their prosperity seemed to indicate that if there was 
a God He could not take much interest in His 
creatures if such injustice could vail. “Is there 
knowledge in the Most High?” was an obvious 
question. 

Then the Psalmist tells how he had been worried 
as to what he ought to do himself. He felt at one 
time that he ought to speak out. His denunciation, 
however, would merely result in offending people 
without perhaps achieving any good. 

Then he “ went into the sauctaary of God,” and as 
in a flash he understood everything. He realised that 
the happiness of the wicked is only a myth. Their 
life is a desolation; “they are utterly consumed with 
terrors.” Why had he not understood this before? 
he asked himself. “So foolish was I, and ignorant,” 
he exclaims, “I was little better than an animal 
(without the power of reflection) before Thee.” 

The most eloquent portion of the Psalm follows. 
All the writer's rpiexities are dissolved into a 

lorious faith. enceforth, he will be guided by 

eavenly counsel, and when his end comes he will be 
“ received to glory.” He has no need of other help or 
guidance: “ Whom have I in heaven but Thee? and 
there is none on earth that I desire beside Thee. My 
flesh and my heart faileth, but God is the strength of 
my heart and my portion for ever.” 

And the Psalm concludes with a recapitulation of 
the main conviction at which he has arrived: Lo, 
they that are far from Thee shall perish: Thou 
destroyest all them that frowardly depart from Thee. 
But it is good for me to draw near to God; I have
